A N N U A L SESSIONS NEEDED 


One of President Eisenhower's campaign 


promises of 1952 was that he would work 


diligently toward returning to the individual 


states much of the power that has been con­ 


centrating in Washington in the past quarter 


of a century. 


W ith such a plan we are heartily in accord. 


But are the individual states ready to assume 


the responsibilities— and privileges— that go 


along with such a program^ 


Frankly, we do not think Texas can assume 


such responsibilities until there is a thorough 


overhauling of our present legislative proce­ 


dure. 


As Hulen Brown, Midland attorney who 


has served in the Texas House, pointed out at 


the tri-regional meeting of the Jaycees in the 


Herring Hotel Sunday, Texas legislators are 


expected to appropriate $1,500,000,000 some 


30 months before it is to be spent— and at 


such a far distant point are supposed to be 


able to project the methods of taxation to 


pay for such an appropriation. 


This, of course, is the outgrowth of the con­ 


stitutional rule that the Texas Legislature 


meet only biennally. 


It is highly unlikely that any business firm 


would accede to a plan by which its manage­ 


ment was called into session once each two 


years. 
State government is big business, and 


the Legislature of the state of Texas is, or 


should be, in active management of such 


business. 


The West Texas Jaycees resolved against 


such biennial meetings, calling for an annual 


session of the Legislature 
In the resolution, 


too, cognizance was taken of the poor pay 


Texas gives to its legislators. 
At present 


the legislator may collect for 120 days' service 


during the two-year term. 
The daily com­ 


pensation is not great and consequently, as 


Brown pointed out, we are getting legislators 


who either are men rich enough to be able to 


afford such service without pay, or men who 


hope to make a good thing out of serving in 


the Legislature, in the way of retaining fees

Ham lin a k -h producers are ad­ 
vised that egg producers can jeal- 
more net profit voar-in and 
year-out by selling their product 
on known grade standards and to 
* buver vvho w ill pay the hights- 
average price each year in rela­ 
tion to cost of selling 
Some 
producers selling direct 


in consumers, points out F . Z. 
Beanblossom, 
extension poultry 
marketing 
specialist, 
receive 
a 
higher price per dozen but because 
of marketing cost their net is less 
than could have been obtained 
from other sources. Too, adds the 
specialist, many producers believe 
the higher their take of the con­ 
sumer's 
food dollar 
the 
better 
iheir profit. 
This isn't necessarily 
1rue. 
The limiting factor may hi 
the production that can be moved 
F o r 
example, 
a 
produce! 
through dii cot sales may be able 
to dispose of the production from 
1,000 hens at a profit of $2.50 p- i 
hen and get about 65 per cent of 
the consumer dollar. On the othpr 
hand, by selling to a buyer for 
resale to consumers he could rr.ov* 
the total production from 2,00* 
hens at a profit of $2 per hen. 
The total net income would be 
much larger from the larger unit 
even though the per cent of the 
consumer dollar retained would 
be less.
